put down Ladoga wheat as a failure, An 
apology was not necessary under the eir- 
cumstances. The Ladoga’ was not intro- 
duced to replace a better wheat but to he 
grown where a finer quality was not  sue- 
cessful, or so that the farmer might sow 
both red fife and Ladoga, and if he lost the 
former might be saved from total loss by 
the latter. Beyond question the Ladoga 
has come up.to expectations, It does ripen 
ten days earlier than’ red fife, it yields al- 
most, if not quite as well, and is not smut- 
ty, as yet. Mr. Saunders says it is mere 
liable to rust. What may be the case in 
other parts of the country the BULLETIN does 
not know, but begs to inform Mr. Saunders 
that rust of Ladoga or any other wheat~or 
grain is unknownin the Edmonton district. 
That it is pot equal for milling purposes to 
the red fife no one pretendsto deny ; at the 
same time it makes good flour, which is the 
important point. Mr. Saunders alludes to 
a milling test made in Minneapolis which 
is said to have been so unfavorable to La- 
doga wheat as to condemn it as a failure. 
Regarding this test. In the first. place .the 
alleged facts may not be facts at all. In 
the next place Ladoga, which is essentially 
a northern wheat, is not nearlyas_ perfect 
when grown near Minneapolis, in, say, lati- 
tude 45, as when grown on the Saskatche- 
wan, in latitude 534, eight and a-half de- 
grees nearer its native latitude of 60°de- 
greés North) {So a test of Minnesota grown 
Ladoga might be Very. unsatisfactory and 
one of Saskatchewan Ladoga be  satisfacto- 
ry.

Of course every farmer 
who can should grow red fife, Init that is 
not to say that he should not also grow La 
doga as a partial insurance against frost. 
All credit is due to the experimental farms 
for the introduction of the Ladoga wheat. 
At the same time it may not be out of place 
to mention that there is a variety of wheat 
acclimated in Edmonton by having been 
grown here for many years that is equally 
as early as the Ladogwand is probably a 
finer grain, while it is as hard as the red 
fife. It does not, as a rule, however, yield 
as well as the Ladoga, and through om 
farming has become smutty. It is called 
the red club, and is a very distinct variety. 
The experimental farms could not do better 
than take notice of this wheat and try te 
improve its yielding qualities, It is cer-

THE CENSUS. 

Census Bulletin, No. 5, gives the popula- 
tion of Alberta in 1891 as 25,277 against 16,- 
533 in 1885. Edmonton district has 6,875 
against 5,616 in ’85. Calgary and Red Deer 
have 11,109 sgainst 56,467 in’85. MacLeod 
hus 7,203 against 4,450 in ’85. This includes 
Indians and whites. As the Indian popula. 
tion of the Territorics shows a decrense of 
7,450 since 1886 it will be seen that the in- 
crease of the white population of Alb rta 
ouring the six years aust have been between 
twelve aud fifteen thousand, The apparent- 
ly small increase ip the Edmonton district is 
no doubt largely accounted for by the large 
actual decrease in the [Indian population, 
The entablighinent of the town of Lethbridge 
since '85 accounts for the large increase in 
the MacLeod district. The large increase in 
the Calgary and Ked Deer distiict—nearls 
double—is very satisfactory, but will be far 
excelled by the Edino:ton district in the cur- 
rent six years. East Assiniboia increased 
from 14,001 to 20,482; West Assinitboia fron 
7,992 to 9,890 ; aid Saskatchewan from 10, 
746 to (1,150. Manitoba hes increased from 
26,228 in 1871, to 62,260 in 1881, 108,640 in 
1885 and 162,506 in 1391. Winnipey city in 
creased froin 241 in 1871 to 7,985 1n 188), 
20,238 in 188b, and 25,63) in 1891. British 
Columbia has increased from 86,247 in 1871 
to 49,459 in 1881 and’ 97,612 in 13991, The 
Cariboo district showa a decrease from 7,550 
in 1881 to 4,970 in 1801. Thin decrease is 
partly caused by incomplete returne and

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FRONTAGE TAX. 

The council of every town may pass by- 
laws for the following purposes: 

(1.) For providing the means of nscertain- 
ing and determining what real propercy will 
be immediately benefited by any proposed 
impovement or work, the expense of which 
is proposed to be assessed as hereinafter 
mentioned upon the eal property benefited 
thereby; and of ascertaining and determining 
the proportions in which the assessment is 
to be made on the various portions of real 
estate so benefited; and there shall be the 
saive right of appeal in any such assessment 
of the court of revision and from the court 
of revision to the judge of the supreme court 
as is provided forin other cases of assess- 
ment by this ordinance, and the proceedings 
thereon shall be the same as in such other 
cases, except where different provisions are 
hereinafter made. It shall be aeemed to 
have been and to be a sutficient compliance 
with the preceding paragraph of this sub- 
section if the council shall have passed or 
shall pass a general by-law or general by-laws 
providing the means of ascertaining and de- 
termining what real property will be imme- 
diately benefited by any proposed improve- 
ments or work, the expense of which is pro- 
posed to be assessed upon the real property 
immediately benefited thereby, and of as- 
certaining and determing the proportions in 
which the assesement isto be made on the 
various portions of real estate su benefited 
and it shall not be deemed to have been or 
to be necessary to pass a special by-law fur 
the purposes above mentioned in each parti- 
cular instance, 

(2.) For agsessing and levying by means of 
a special rate che costs of any public iin- 
Pruvement or work, such as deepening any 
stream or watercourse or draining any 
locality or inaking, enlarging or prolonging 
any common sewer or opening ; widening, 
prolonging, altering, macadamizing, grading, 


—Jevelling, laying, paving or planking any 


street, lane, alley, public way, or place or 
sidewalk or any bridge forming part of: 
highway therein or curbing, sodding, or 
planting any street, lane, alley, square or 
other public place or reconstructing as well 
ree constructing any work thereby provided 
or. 

Nothing contained in the preceeding sub- 
sections shall be construed to apply to any 
such work of ordinary repair or maintenance, 
but all works constructed under the said pre- 
ceding sub-sections shall thereafter be kept 
in a good and sufficient state of repair at tie 
expense of the municipality generally. 

(«.) The special rate to be 80 assessed and 
levied, to be an annual rate according to the 
frontage thereof upon the real property 
fronting or abutting upon the street or place, 
whereupon or wherein such improvement 
or work is proposed to be done or made; 
Provided always, that no such rate shall be 
assessed or levied except upon a petition pre- 
sented to the said cuuncil of at least two- 
thirds of the owners of such real property, 
representing at least ove half the value of 
such real property; But when sach petition 
has been so presented, it shall be lawfui for 
the said council in the same or succecding 
year to carry on the proposed work, improve- 
tuent or serVice to completion, before making 
the assessment ther--for, and such petition so 
presented shall stand youd as authority tor
